Wild eTt ry kind of climate, and 
with endltaa ruietit* of auil, it cannot be 
auppoeod thai localiliea, tba moat 
farourahla for the iBanubclgni of 
wine, wilt long remain idle. Already 
tineyuda have been extaneively plaalcd 
at Camden and Proapcct, at IUawatra, on 
tha Hunter, and in other parti of the 
colony, and many of the trinea which 
hare been produced will bear compariaoo 
wiih auoie of the luperior grawtbl from 
Germany and Ihe Soul h of Prance. The 
prejudice, ho*e»er r againit colonial winea 
haa to be orereome, and until thli II re- 
moved the conaumption will be limited. 
It will be a work of lime to cause the 
labourer lo luhilitute colonial wine for 
colonial ale, and the producer! perceiving 
the diftkultiea by which they are 
anrrounded in attempting lo force 
colonial wines into general 
conauinpljun, are now actirely engaged 
in endeavouring to turn their produce to 
account in the manufacture of hrandy. 

For the purpose of affording fadlilinlo 
vitie-growera, it is prupoeed lo lack on lo 
the Diatillalioa Sill which ia now before 
the Lrgiabtire Council, a wrtol ordauaea 
toenable vine groweraof twuacrea and up - 
•rardi, lo enjoy Ihe prmlege of distilling 
braudy Trom their winet j but the aame Act 
which propoaei to Confer Ihii privilege 
imputei a duly or fArva aAi/Jinee anJ air 
pence a jpaf/oa upon ipirili to ditltlled, 
titx which it likely to prove a neuoui in 
pediment to an eatetiuve cultivation of 
Ihe grape. Thrre are only two reiaona 
which might jutlify the iniposiiion of thli 
duty. Pital, if culooial hfinilly were 
brought into 'he market at ihe low price 
at which it could be produced, it ii feared 
it wouU lead lo inrreated intemperance : 
and secondly , il ia urged that the colonial 
revetine would auffer by abutting Cognac 
uut of our market. To there objections 
we would remark that the email quantity 
of brandy which would for aome yrara 
he brought into the Market after the vine- 
grower hu uaed what he reqtiiret for for- 
tifying hii winea fur Ihe table, would ba 
iu inappreciable, that little if any in- 
created intemperance would be attributa- 
ble to this cause, and if emigration con- 
tinue, the reduction in the price of labour 
will leave slill leaalhan al preieul fur the 
woiking man to spend in the public house. 
It might be the caute of inrreaard julem- 
perauce if the aupply uf cheap brandy 
should be e'ltial lo the deinand, but in- 
troduced so gradually aa il niutl be, from 
Ihe simple cireumilance that for many 
yean to come our population will in create 
in a greatct tatio than our vineyards, we 
do not fear that we should see many addt- 
tiuoaldiuukards. In the Continental wine 
countriei sobriety and temperance prevail 
where the temptation to indulge in alcohol 
exists. In the file of Han and in the 
Channel Islands, where duties it* not im- 
posed on wines and aptrila, the inhabi- 
tants are remarkable for their sober 
habits. Neither arr lilt inhabit anta of 
Opiialonia and Zanle, Uihraltar and 
Multa, addicted lu drunkenness, though 
winea and spirits are purchased at these 
colonies at a nominal advance upon their 
coal in France, Wa do not think, 
that the prubabLs increase of drunken- 
ness lias had mush weight with 
tha Government in their proposal of 
a duty of three shillings and aiipcnceper 
gallon on colonial brandy, and we most 
therefore see if the revenue would ba 
affected if no daty went imposed. 

At ttt have aiieady staled, the produc- 
tion of brandy to a great eitentwill nnl be

population incnairs • and fnr many yean 
the quae lily of colonial brandy charge- 
able with duty will not affect the revenue 
either way r— it will not cause a sensible 
diminution, because little will at first be 
manufactured j it will not add much to 
lb* revenue, because the duly it not tuf- 
hcienily high to make the small quantity 
chargeable an item of importance. But 
there uisat a question of still grealer mo- 
ment s why should any of uur ptuducla 
be taxed at all 1 We ought to ba as much 
M passible a self-producing colony ; we 
ou.lit to encourage the influx of capita) 
and itrive lo prevent its going out of lha 
colony to pay for products which can ba 
raised here. With the means which w* 
bate we ought to produce everything that 
the colony is capable of producing. We 
ought to ba aa little dependent aa possible 
on othei countries for our supplies. The 
importation of Scotch Iweedt hat been di 
miaiahed since L weeds have been manu 
factored ia the colony, but when tweed 
manu factories wrrr established here, ibe 
Government would have been ridiculed if 
they had attempted to have imposed on lha 
manufactured article a duty equal, or even 
less, than waa paid on the imported ar- 
ticle. Il may be answered that lha duty 
on tweeds did not form a 
large contribution lo the Kevenue. 
U tweeda did not, tobacco hat dona 
and continues lo do so, and yet the Go- 
rernmenl haa never interfered with tba 
manufacture of tobacco, but left the colo- 
nial manufacturer to compel* with im- 
ported negiwbead and honey-dew. If the 
Government do not complain of any leas 
lo tha revenue by the manufactute of to- 
bsvcoo it ia premature lo talk about a pro- 
bable deficiency of the duly on spirits by 
permitting colonial brandy to be sold duty 
free. Upon principle Ihe duty shuuld 
be resisted : fur if n duly be once fixed on 
a colonial product it will form a pretext 
and argument for saddling olher pruduc- 
lionaswiib duties, than which notrung 
tends more to cripple industry and disgust 
ente rpriae.
